Town Meeting Warrant 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Lyman, in the County of Grafton, and the State of New 
Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Town on Tuesday, the Eighth day of 
March, 1988, polls to open at one o'clock in the afternoon and will not close before six o’clock in 
the afternoon in said Town Hall, to act on Article 1, the remaining articles to be considered at 
seven-thirty o'clock in the evening. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Thousand 
Dollars ($1,000.00) to purchase the Grange Hall. (This article inserted upon written application 
of voters.). 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will authorize the hiring of a full-time Town Administrator to 
plan budgets, road planning, zoning enforcement and other administrative responsibilities, at a 
salary not to exceed Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000.00) plus health insurance. This position 
will be responsible to the Board of Selectmen. (This article inserted upon written application of 
voters.) 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirty-Six 
Thousand One Hundred Five Dollars ($36,105.00) plus trade in the existing John Deere loader 
for the purchase of a new Caterpillar backhoe, Model #416, 4WD, fully equipped cab, one yd 
bucket. k 


ARTICLE 5. If the above Article is passed, to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 

of Selectmen, at their discretion, to either: 
a) Enter into a suitable lease/purchase arrangement with Caterpillar for a 
maximum period of five years such that the total annual expenditure of 
lease/purchase payments does not exceed Twelve Thousand Dollars ($12,000) 
or, 
b) Borrow on the credit of the Town the sum of money so raised and 
appropriated and for the stated purpose in accordance with the provisions of 
the Municipal Finance Act or any other enabling authority, delegating to the 
Board of Selectmen the discretion of fixing the date, maturities, denomina- 
tions, the interest rate, or discount rate or notices providing for the sale 
thereof, such that the total annual expenditure on principal and interest does 
not exceed Twelve Thousand Dollars ($12,000). (by written ballot) 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote the withdrawal from Revenue Sharing Funa 
established under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972, as amended, 
and/or Anti-secession Funds for use as setoffs against appropriations for the following priorities, 
purposes and in amounts indicated or taken any other action hereon: Appropriations $1,000.00 
Grange Hall; $1,500.00 Office Equipment; balance $2,900.00 Backhoe Down Payment. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will change the “Lyman Zoning Ordinance” Article 10, 

Definitions, Section 1002 (m) to: 
(m) MANUFACTURED HOUSING “A structure transportable in one or 
more sections which, in the traveling mode, exceeds either 8 body feet or 
more in width and 40 body feet or more in length, built on a permanent 
chassis and designed to be used as a dwelling with or without a permanent 
foundation when connected to the required utilities, or when erected on site, 
is 320 sq. ft. or more, and which includes plumbing, heating, and electric 
heating system contained therein.” 

And add to the same section: 
(z) MULTI-FAMILY HOUSING “A residential building designed to be 
occupied by three or more families, regardless of the type of ownership, such 
as, but not limited to, condominiums, apartments, row houses or other 
common wall housing units of the same type. The number of families shall not 
exceed the number of single-family units provided.” 
(aa) COTTAGE INDUSTRY “A cottage industry means any activity 
undertaken for gain or profit and carried on in a dwelling or accessory 
building by members of the family residing in the dwelling and up to three 
additional unrelated people.” 
(bb) SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM “Individual sewage disposal system 
means any sewage disposal or treatment system, other than a municipality 
owned and operated system, which receives either sewage or other wastes, or 
both. Examples include septic tank leach field systems, privies or dry pit 
toilets, incinerator-type toilets (gas-operated, electric, fossil-fueled or any 
combination thereof), and holding tank systems.” 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 501 (c), Uses Permitted by Special 
Exception, to include: 

7) Cottage Industries as defined in Section 1002 (aa) 

8) Multi-family housing which includes condominiums, townhouses, row 

houses, or other common-wall housing of the same type, as defined in Section 

1002 (z). 

9) The commercial removal of loam, clay, gravel, etc., in accordance with 

R.S.A. 155-E, Earth Excavations. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to amend the “Lyman Zoning Ordinance” Article 6, 
Section 605, Height to read: “No structure erected on any lot shall exceed 25 feet in height as 
measured from the highest point of the roof to the average elevation of the finished grade within 
20 feet of the structure on the uphill side. Farm buildings, TV and radio antennas and chimneys 
are excluded from this restriction. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will amend the “Lyman Zoning Ordinance” Article 7, to 
create a new Section 705 on Multi-Family Regulations to read: 
1) Multi-family housing must receive a Special Exception from the Lyman 
Zoning Board of Adjustment under Article IX, Section 904. 
2) All multi-family developments must comply with all other required local, 
state or federal regulations including, but not limited to, the Lyman 
Subdivision Regulations and the Condominium Act, as may be amended. 
3) Minimum lot size for multi-family housing will be 180,000 sq. ft. 
4) For each additional living unit over three units an additional 90,000 sq. 
ft. of area must be available. 
For example: A proposed six-unit complex 
Minimum acreage for first three units = 180,000 sq. ft. 
90,000 sq. ft. per unit over 3 units = 270,000 sq. ft. 
(90,000 sq. ft. times three) 

TOTAL minimum sq. ft. required = 450,000 sq. ft. 
5) All multi-family complexes not on public water and sewer must receive a 
permit from the NH Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission for 
their septic and water supply prior to final Planning Board approval. 
6) Further information/investigation may be requested by the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment to ensure adequate protection of the future residents of 
the complex as well as the community. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will change the “Lyman Zoning Ordinance” Article 9, 
Section 904, Special Exceptions (c) to read: “(c) Adequate and appropriate facilities will be 
provided for the proper operation and maintenance of the proposed use.” 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will change the “Lyman Zoning Ordinance” Article 9, 
Section 905, Variance (a thru d) to read: 

(a) No diminution in value of surrounding properties would be suffered, 

(b) Granting the permit would be of benefit to the public interest, 

(c) Denial of the permit would result in unnecessary hardship to the owner 

seeking it, 

(d) By granting the permit substantial justice would be done, 

(e) The use must not be contrary to the spirit of the ordinance. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will change the “Lyman Zoning Ordinance”, Article 8, 
Section 803, Enforcement from: “fined not more than $20.00 per day” to “fined not more than 
$100.00 per day.” 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will change the “Lyman Zoning Ordinance”, Article 5, 
Section 501 (d), Uses Not Permitted to remove: 
3) Institutions for the care of the insane, drug addicts or alcohol addicts. 


ARTICLE 15. Tosee if the Town will add to the “Lyman Zoning Ordinance” Article 5 Section 
501 (a) (3) manufactured housing as defined in Article 10 Section 1002 (m). 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to accept private donations of 
land, interest in land or money for the purposes of contributing to the local matching portion 
required for acquiring conservation land or interest in land and other costs associated therewith 
for permanent conservation use under the N.H. Land Conservation Investment Program (LCIP) 
RSA 221-A, and authorize the Selectmen to apply for and accept the state matching funds under 
the LCIP for the purposes of acquisition of the fee or lesser interest in conservation land. Said 
appropriated funds and state matching funds may be expended by majority vote of a 
conservation commission appointed by the Selectmen and with the approval of the Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Six Thousand 
Seven Hundred Fifty Dollars ($6,750.00) to be placed in the Town’s Capital Reserve Fund for 
Dump Closure. 


ARTICLE 18. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two Thousand 
Five Hundred Dollars ($2,500.00) which will be paid to the Town of Lisbon for Lyman’s 
proportional share of engineering fees and monitoring wells for the Lisbon Area Dump. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Eight 
Thousand Seven Hundred Ninety Two Dollars ($8,792.00) to defray the Town’s share of the 
maintenance cost of using the Lisbon Dump. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Sixty Six 
Thousand Eight Hundred Ninety Seven Dollars ($66,897.00) as may be necessary to defray Town 
charges for the ensuing year. All items marked by an asterisk are covered by this Article. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ninety Six 
Thousand Four Hundred Twenty Three Dollars ($96,423.00) for highway maintenance and 
equipment for the Highway Department. All items marked by a cross in the budget are covered 
by this Article. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the 
provisions of R.S.A. 35:1 for the purpose of the Town’s Re-evaluation of property taxes and to 
raise and appropriate Two Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($2,500.00) to be placed in this fund 
and to appoint the Selectmen as agents to administer the fund. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to sell and dispose of any real 
estate acquired by tax deed, by advertised sealed bid only. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 80:58-86 for a real 
estate tax lien procedure. These statutes provide that tax sales to private individuals for non- 
payment of property taxes on real estate are replaced with a real estate tax lien procedure under 
which only a municipality or county where the property is located or the state may acquire a tax 
lien against land and buildings for unpaid taxes. (This article inserted upon written application 
by voters.) 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two Thousand 
Five Hundred Dollars ($2,500.00) as compensation for the Tax Collector. 


ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Tax Collector to receive part 
payments of real estate taxes for any year in the sum of Ten Dollars ($10.00) or a multiple of ten, 
pursuant to the provisions of R.S.A. 80:52-A. 


ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Thousand 
Five Hundred and Seventy Six ($1,576.00) for the Health Department. All items marked by a 
dash in the budget are covered by this Article. 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Thousand 
Five Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00) for maintenance of the Town cemeteries. 


ARTICLE 29. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Three Hundred 
Forty Five Dollars ($345.00) to defray the town’s share of operation expenses for the North 
Country Council. 


ARTICLE 30. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Four Hundred 
Dollars ($400.00) to defray the Town’s share of operating costs of the New Hampshire Municipal 
Association. 


ARTICLE 31. Toseeif the Town will vote to establish an Expendable Trust for the Purpose of 
Welfare Assistance and to appoint the Overseer of the Poor as Agent of the fund to expend as 


may be required and to raise and appropriate the sum of One Thousand One Hundred Dollars 
($1,100.00) for said fund. 


ARTICLE 382. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply for, accept and 
expend money from State, Federal, or other governmental unit or private source which becomes 
available during the year in accordance with the procedures set forth in R.S.A. 31:95 B. 


ARTICLE 33. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow monies from 
time to time for current indebtedness of the Town for the ensuing year in anticipation of taxes to 
be collected for the year 1988 and paid therefrom. 


ARTICLE 34. To see if the Town will vote to re-establish the Candis Miner Fund for the 
purpose of cemetery care as provided in the original trust and to raise and appropriate Two 
Hundred Twenty Nine Dollars and Forty One Cents ($229.41) for said fund. 


ARTICLE 35. To see if the Town will vote to transfer the 1987 net budget surplus as a 
revenue item to reduce taxes. 


ARTICLE 36. To see if the Town will vote to recognize and affirm that an individual’s rights 
and equal protection of the law cannot be denied because of a handicapping condition or 
disability that it is the policy of this State and this Town to guarantee the equal rights of all it’s 
citizens. 


ARTICLE 37. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees, and officers, heretofore 
chosen and pass any vote relating there to. 


ARTICLE 38. To transact any other business that may legally come before the meeting.

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LISBON REGIONAL SCHOOL SYSTEM 


The Lisbon Regional School is presently compromised of students from the towns of Lisbon 
(which is currently subdivided into Lisbon Town & Lisbon Special; which subdivision is being 
reevaluated by the state legislature in order to more properly balance the tax distribution for 
residents of Lisbon), Lyman, the Landaff set-off; and tuition students from Landaff’s “Blue 
School”. The school is a kindergarten through high school complex with a little over 400 students 
presently enrolled. 


For the current school year the town of Lyman has: 
27 elementary students 
12 junior high students 
11 high school students 


50 Total 


The proposed budget for 1988-1989 is $1,531,938 an increase over the previous year of 
approximately 23% due in large part to the contract settlement with the Lisbon teachers’ union 
last year in a two-year contract. Lyman’s cost for the 1%+ million dollar budget will be 
$268,849.00 or 17.6% of those monies provided by the representative towns, and an increase from 
last year’s budget of $64,572.00. The town of Lyman therefore pays $5,376.98 tuition per student 
for enrollment. 


Several other items are worthy of consideration: 


(1). Intended effort to continue raising teacher’s salaries in order to be competitive 
in the SAU#35 to which the school belongs. This is presented as a major cause of 
staff turnover & suggested as a cause for lower academic scoring by the school in 
nationally given tests. Other causes given are the high number of “coded” students 
at LRHS, and our including them in our national tests. 


(2). State mandated increase in elementary course/staff by the 1990-1991 school 
year of at least the following: plan for elementary guidance program; full time art & 
music instruction; 4-time library assistant; full-time “master reader”. Response to 
my inquiry regarding that last position was that since we are nationally 
acknowledging a reading problem in high school graduates we must address the 
correction of the problem in the elementary system. The elementary teachers might 
be teaching students to read, but need a system to coordinate their efforts done by a 
“professional reader”, who will also work with teachers in their individual 
systems/needs, and give help to any special needs children. One wonders how we 
managed to teach so many to read for so many years without the existence of a staff 
reader at an approximate cost of 20-25 thousand dollars a year. 


(3). Perhaps the most important immediate issue is the considerations being given 
to the physical complex of the school due to a combination of both growth of student 
body and state concerns with age and needs of the main building which houses the 
Jr. & Sr. high school programs. 


I believe that the residents of Lyman must take a more active roll in the decision making 
process and direction of LRHS. Uniquely to be able to vote in the annual school meeting one must 
be registered through the town clerk in Lisbon. Being registered in Lyman is insufficient. 
Further I believe we should be inquiring as to the determination of our “equalized valuation” 
which determines our percentage of cost to the budget. Finally, I believe we should, not without 
consideration, give thought to all our options in education.

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GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


Budget for the current fiscal year is $8,947,348. Town taxes to the County average 6.7% or 
$2.21 per $1,000, of the property owner’s tax bill. The major portion of county expenses goes to 
the operation of the Nursing Home (39.69%) and to human services programs for the elderly, 
disabled, nursing care and children (26.86%). 


Registry of Deeds had gross income of $3,630,159 in 1987. 


Old Age & Disabled grant programs remain fairly constant with the elderly program 
averaging 100 cases at $4,800 per month and the disabled averaging 225 cases at $21,000 per 
month. 


Intermediate Nursing Care caseload increased with SB-1 where the County became 
responsible for all INC cases and eliminated town liability. INC cases now average 255 at 
$110,000 per month, a rapidly increasing cost to the counties with savings to the towns. 


Children and Youth Services also became a county liability under Senate Bill 1, with counties 
reimbursing the State 25% for all child service costs. It is impossible to give accurate figures for 
child expenses, as they are rapidly increasing monthly. The County has 25% funding liability of 
child placement costs and we are taking an active interest in the needs of children in Grafton 
County. 


Social Service agencies receive $247,217 or $4.03 per capita, to provide much needed services 
for home health, mental health, developmentally disabled, senior citizens transportation and 
nutrition and many other valuable programs. 


Correctional Facility is increasingly overpopulated, now averaging 58 inmates per day and 
frequently housing 60+. 


Grafton County Nursing Home for intermediate nursing care is licensed for 136 beds and is 
about 80% reimbursable. FY 87 cost per patient day was $68.78 with $58.87 reimbursed by 
Medicaid. 


Grafton County Farm continues to be self-supporting and provides work for inmates as well as 
offering access for experimental agricultural projects. This is primarily a dairy farm with an 
average herd of 170, but also grows produce for the nursing home. 


Grafton County Commissioners meet weekly on Wednesdays. We encourage public attendance 
and welcome facility tours.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL ANNUAL REPORT 


North Country Council was extremely busy in 1987 as it continued to provide a wide range of 
assistance to North Country communities. 


As a regional non-profit, public agency chartered under NH RSA 36:45, the Council is 
responsible for assisting its member communities in local town planning, regional planning, 
economic development and numerous other community services. In addition to the direct 
assistance the Council provides each member community, it is an advocate for all North Country 
towns in legislative and funding issues with the state and federal governments. 


The North Country is experiencing tremendous growth and development pressures. The 
Council is dedicated to assisting towns with the impacts associated with these pressures. In order 
to more efficiently serve its membership, the Council has assigned a staff person to respond to 
each town’s request for assistance. In this way, continuity between the town and the Council is 
ensured and the overall effectiveness of the Council is increased. 


In Lyman, the Council assisted the Planning Board with zoning amendments for 1988 Town 
Meeting and reviewed several subdivision applications. NCC completed a Community 
Development Block Grant Housing Feasibility Study and applied for housing rehabilitation 
funds through the Community Development Program. In addition the Council co-sponsored the 
North Country Household Hazardous Waste Collection Project and provided Lyman with tax 
billing services. 


The Council again provided information and guidance to many towns on federal and state 
grant and loan programs. This past year the Council administered over $6.7 million in 
Community Development Block Grant funds in fifteen communities. The funds were used for 
housing rehabilitation, downtown revitalization, public facility improvements, business 
revolving loans, and feasibility studies for housing rehabilitation and public facility 
improvements. 


The Council has taken an active role in addressing the affordable housing issue in cooperation 
with member communities. The Council is presently administering a regional housing 
rehabilitation program which is making 358 housing units available to eligible North Country 
residents. 


Community planning assistance has emphasized master planning and improvement in local 
land use controls. New state mandates and commercial and residential growth in several towns 
have created busy work loads for planning boards. The Council’s assistance takes many 
forms: regional workshops, newsletters, regulation review and update, and assistance on a 
regular or one-time basis for subdivision and site plan applications. 


The Council sponsored four industrial development workshops for local economic officials. The 
workshops provided information on business recruitment, marketing and working cooperatively 
with federal and state officials to promote community economic development. 


The Council again co-sponsored the Municipal Law Lecture series with the NH Municipal 
Association. The Law Lecture this year covered local planning board procedures, administration 
and enforcement of ordinances, growth management and review of recent court cases and state 
law changes regarding local land use planning. 


Overall, the Council’s major objective is to work with North Country towns in solving local and 
regional problems. We rely on and appreciate the involvement of town officials and residents and 
look forward to assisting your town this coming year.
